Adult Classes Slated at UP 


Innovative Program Begins Next Week 


The University of Plano 
will begin a new eight-week 
session 
of 
its 
popular 
evening Adult Education 
Program on Monday, Feb. 2. 
This innovative program 
enables working adults to 
earn a college degree en­ 
tirely through night study 
The eight-w eek sessions, 
which have had particular 
appeal to veterans, permits 
students to enroll in a two- 
year 
associate 
degree 
program, or or in a four-year 
bachelor’s degree program. 
The program is designed 
especially for students with 
an interest in a general 
business degree, and the 


class schedule permits an 
adult who has full-tim e 
employment to enroll 
as 
either a full-time or part­ 
time student. 
Classes 
for 
the second 
eight-week session will begin 
on Monday, 
Feb. 2, and 
students will attend classes 
three nights per week— 
Monday. 
Tuesday, 
and 
Thursday evenings, from 
6:15 to 9:45 p.m. 
The student who wishes to 
carry a full academic course 
load can take two subjects 
each eight-week session and 
receive six semester hours 
of credit. 
“One advantage of this 


program is that it offers 
people who are working full­ 
time, a convenient way to 
acquire 
college 
credit 
without tying them down for 
a full semester in ftmr or five 
subject areas," commented 
Helen Harkness, Academic 
Dean of the College.

ap­ 
proxim ately 38 sem ester 
hours 
of 
credit 
each 
calendar year, and complete 
an associate degree in about 
18 months and a bachelor’s 
degree in about three years.

National Debt Costing Residents 


To what extent is Federal 
spending and the growth in 
the national debt affecting 
pocketbooks 
in 
Collin 
County? 
With the debt now in ex­ 
cess of a half trillion dollars, 
how 
much 
will 
local 
residents be paying during 
the next fiscal year, by way 
of taxes and other levies, 
just to meet their share of 
the interest charges on that 
amount? 
In line with the share 
normally borne by the local 
population, they will be 
p ayin g 
a p p ro x im a tely 
$12,369,000 toward it. And 
that is merely for the annual 
carrying charges on 
the 
debt. It will not reduce the 
capital amount owed at all.

District Clerk Mrs. Jean 
Young will talk about office 
equipment needed in her 
office, then commissioners 
will adjourn into executive 
session to discuss litigation 
and personnel. 


The findings are based 
upon data from the U.S. 
Office of Management and 
Budget and upon figures 
from other sources. 
By the middle of this year, 
at the present rate of growth, 
the national debt will be 
equivalent to $2,750 for every 
man, woman and child in the 
country, the Treasury Dept, 
indicates. 
As 
for 
the 
interest 
charges, which are close to 
$34 billion a year, they ac­ 
count for no less than IO 
percent 
of 
all 
Federal 
spending. 
For the average Collin 
County family, it means that 
some $430 of the amount 
turned in by them in Federal 
taxes is going for interest 
payments on the debt. 
Because the Government 
was near the legal debt 
ceiling of $577 billion and 
could not continue borrowing 
to meet its oncoming needs, 
it recently sought and ob­ 


tained from Congress an 
increase in the ceiling to $595 
billion. 
In the period since 1970, 
the budget shows, the in­ 
terest on the national debt 
has jum ped 
from 
$19.3 
billion a year to the present 
$34 billion. 
The effect of this increase. 
on Collin County families, is 
that 76 percent more of their 
tax money is going into the 
carrying charges on the debt 
than was the case five years 
ago. 
Just how the annual ex­ 
penditure for interest sizes 
up with other Governmental 
outlays may be gleaned from 
the current budget. It shows 
that about 2' 2 times as much 
being spent for interest 
man- 
social 
services 
combined. 
It 
is 
greater than the total going 
in aid to veterans, public 
assistance and food aid to 
the needy. 


i.s that it will allow many 
veterans to take advantage 
of GI benefits they might 
otherwise lose. 


Ms. Harkness says that 
many veterans do not realize 
that they still have several 
hundred dollars worth of 
e d u c a tio n a l 
b e n e fits 
available to them each 
month. However, they are in 
danger 
of 
losing 
these 
benefits if they don’t take 
advantage of them now. 


“ A 
veteran 
who 
was 
separated from the service 
after January of 1%5, with a 
wife and three children, for 
example, can enroll in this 
eight-w eek program and 
receive approximately $230 
each month—tax free—over 
and above all college ex­ 
penses of tuition, fees, books, 
and supplies,’’ Ms. Harkness 
revealed. “ The cost per 
credit for this program in­ 
cludes all books, materials, 
tuition, and fees.’’ 
The program is open to all 
adults, 
Ms. 
H arkness 
pointed 
out, 
including 
housewives, retired people 
and 
em ployed 
persons 


wanting to start or continue 
their education. 
“The essential thing is for 
all interested students to set 
up an initial counseling 
interview with me so they 
can 
decide

program can do for them,’’ 
she explained. “The most 
difficult step for the student 
returning to college after a 
long absence 
is 
that 
of 
deciding to 
com e, 
then 
following through with an 
interview appointment”

In her day grandm a never heard 
of a vaporizer, but she knew that in 
the winter when her house was shut 
up, her nose got dry.

A vaporizer, on the other hand, 
has two electrodes encased in a 
doo hickey that sticks down in the 
water. The water, in turn, acts as a 
conductor of electricity, heat is 
generated, and the water inside the 
doo-hickey is turned to steam and is 
dispersed 
into the air. 
The end result is the same in that

“ The cries of ruined 
families and the curses of 
the distressed composed the 
grand chorus that attended 
your triumphant progress to 
the city of your residence - 
The hoofs of your horses 
were drenched in gore, and

That is how “ Incognitas” 
greeted 
the 
prom inent 
Loyalist. Joseph Galloway, 
in the Pennsylvania Packet, 
Jan. 21, 1778. 
Galloway (1731-1803), a 
wealthy lawyer, merchant, 
and powerful politician of 
Pennsylvania, had worked 
for a peaceful settlement of 
the dispute with Britain from 
the outset of the quarrel. 
Sure 
that 
the 
riotous 
Bostonians had been wrong 
in the famous Tea Party, he 
was equally certain that they 
should be punished. 
Port Closed 
When Charles Thomson, 
John Dickinson, and Thomas 
Mifflin induced Philadelphia 
to express its “friendly and 
affectionate” regard for 
Boston when that port was 
closed by the British in 1774, 
Joseph Galloway was very 
angry. 
Elected 
to 
the 
F irst 
Continental Congress, the 
urbane, influential Galloway 
proposed a plan to promote 
reconciliation 
with

mother country. 
As soon as the meeting 
convened he went to work 
“to find out the Temper of 
the Delegates,” and he wrote 
another 
Loyalist, 
Gov. 
William Franklin of New 
Jersey (the son of Benjamin 
Franklin), that he thought

the members of Congress 
would behave with Temper 
and M oderation.” Joseph 
Galloway was disappointed, 
however, when his con­ 
ciliatory plan of union was 
defeated by one vote. 
Galloway Retires 
Disgusted with the course 
of events 
and 
growing 
revolutionary temper of the 
people, Galloway retired 
from 
the 
Continental 
Congress in 1775. Soon he 
took refuge behind British 
lines and was condemned by 
the Patriots as a traitor. 
His views were clearly set 
forth 
in 
“ A 
Candid 
Examination of the Mutual 
Claims of Great Britain and 
the Colonies,” printed in 
New York in 1775 by Jam es 
Irvington. When he returned 
to Philadelphia with General 
Howe’s redcoats in 
1777. 
Joseph 
Galloway 
was 
greeted by Patriot writers 
with scorn 
Galloway was positive in 
his political views, and his 
ideas were doubtless shared 
by many Loyalists. 
“ I have looked for our 
rights in the law of nature. 
he said, “but could not find 
them in a state of nature, but 
always in a state of political 
society 
I have looked for 
them in the constitution of 
the British government, and 
there found them ” 
Howe Assisted 
During 
the British 
oc­ 
cupation of Philadelphia, 
Galloway assisted General 
Howe in every way he could, 
and he remained confident 
that the American rebellion 
would soon be crushed. He 
held the office of Superin 
tendent of the Police, was a 
constant informer for the 
British, 
and 
helped 
in 
recruiting Loyalist troops 
His optimistic reports of 
an uprising of Loyalist 
support in the Atlantic states 
did not materialize as 
ex­ 
pected, however, and he had 
to leave Philadelphia when 
the British evacuated the 
city in June, 1778 
As early as the fall of 1774 
the Provincial Congress of 
M assachusetts had con­ 
demned Loyalists as “ in­ 
famous betrayers of their 
country” ; soon after the 
Continental Congress 
had 
called on Patriots to set up 
committees to enforce the 


economic boycott and ex­ 
pose violators as “enemies 
of 
A m erican 
Liberty 
Words and w arnings by 
Liberty Boys were followed 
by violent

Harsh Treatment 
Treatment of the Loyalists 
was harsh, but this has 
usually been the lot of those 
on the wrong <losing) side of 
a revolution. And who is to 
say that Patriots were not 
justified in dealing severely 
with the Loyalists? They did 
give much aid to the enemy ; 
often they were spies or 
informers; they sold food 
and other goods to the 
British, and thousands took

(1779) 
declared,

ties .who prevailed on the 
savages of the wilderness to 
join the standard of the 
enemy'’ The Tories! ...Who 
advised and who assisted in 
burning 
your 
towns, 
ravaging your country and 
violating the chastity of your

Tories! ...In 
short, who wish to see us 
conquered, to see us slaves, 
to see us hewers of wood and 
draw ers of w ater0 
The 
Tories!” 
Loyalists Abused 
Loyalists were abused 
everywhere in the Patriot 
press. No m atter that most 
were honorable and decent 
people with sincere con­ 
victions 
To have opposed 
the American war effort and 
to have supported Britain 
was enough to attract the 
unbounded w rath of the 
Patriots. 
The slaveowning Anglican 
c l e r g y m a n , 
J o n a t h a n 
Boucher of Maryland, might 
freely express his Loyalist 
views in both the press and 
pulpit, but as people grew 
more hostile he wrote that he 
had to preach “for more 
than six months...with a pair 
of loaded pistols on the 
cushion.” 
It wasn’t long 


before Boucher had to leave 
for England. 
One irate American in the 
Pennsylvania Packet Aug. 5, 
1779) rabidly urged Patriots 
to drive out “every baneful 
wretch who wishes to see you 
lettered with the chains of 
tvrannv. send them to the 


island of Britain...Never let 
them return to this happy 
land - never let them taste 
the sw eets of 
that

No one can say for sure 
how many Loyalists there

to 
distinguish Loyalists and the 
Patriots as the haves and 
have-nots. 
The supporters of Britain 
seem to have been most 
numerous in

and the Patriots called New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania 
“enemv country ”

This Divinely given name 
which was given to help us 
maintain unity was men­ 
tioned in John 17:3 as “Jesus 
Christ.” The Jesus part of 
the name was not Divinely 
given for it was already in 
use as the name Joshua, but 
the name “Christ” was new. 
It was the important part of 
His 
name 
because 
it 
described Jesus as our 
Anointed Prophet, Priest 
and King. 
“If ye love me, keep my 
commandments. ’’ 
(John

14:15). lf your love for Him 
is sincere you will wear His 
name to the exclusion of all 
others. This is a part of His 
plan for unity. 
“If a man love me, he will 
keep my words” (John 
17:23). “Why call ye me, 
Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say?” (Luke 
6:46). 
Why can people, people

“Saint,” a word indicating 
godly character, was a term 
freely used to designate 
Christ’s disciples. 
“Child of God,” alluding to 
a new relationship to God, 
was not uncommon in those 
days. A person having been 
born of water and Spirit, into 
the family of God, would 
naturally be a “Child of 
God” . 
“Brethren,” a term of 
general favor, was used 
more 
to 
describe 
the 
relationship of believers to 
one another than to the Lord. 
“Of the Way,” was also 
used. This indicated the 
manner of life was different. 
If properly used, these 
terms are genuine. But they 
were never intended to 
describe 
factions, 
or 
divisions in the church. 
These were and are not 
proper 
names 
but 
descriptive 
nouns 
and 
prepositional phrases used 
before 
a 
proper 
name 
existed. 
Hie Name ‘Christian’ 
The name “ Christian” 
includes all of the above 
designations and their im­ 
plications. Those who are 
friends of God have been 
born again of water and 
Spirit because they have 
been 
and 
will 
rem ain 
disciples 
(followers 
or 
learners) of Christ. 
Following Christ leads us 
to Godly character which 
makes us saints. This new 
birth brings us into a new 
relationship to God, as His 
child, to Christ, as a brother 
or sister, to one another, as 
brothers or sisters and 
definitely puts us in the Way. 
How The Name 
•Christian’ Came 
Some people seem to think 
that the name “Christian” 
was a name of derision. Let’s 
look at some of the different 
translations of the latter part 
of Acts 11:26. 
New American Standard: 
“and taught considerable 
numbers, and the disciples 
were first called Christians 
in Antioch.” 
Williams New Testament: 


etc., with the preceeding 
part of the statement is “Ie.” 
Thayer’s 
Greek-English 
Lexicon says “ ‘Kai’ in­ 
troduces something new 
under the same aspect, yet 
as an external addition, 
whereas ie ’ marks it as 
having an inner connection 
with what proceeds.” 
Between what Paul and 
Barnabas 
were 
d o in g - 
teaching—and what the 
pagans were doing, there is 
no 
connection whatever, 
therefore it was Paul and 
Barnabas, 
not 
pagan 
Greeks, who “called” the 
disciples Christians. 
Finally, “chreematisoo,” 
in the New Testam ent 
signifies the doing of things 
by 
divine 
authority. 
Thayer’s definition “To be 
the mouthpiece of divine 
revelations, to promulgate 
the commands of God ” 
Liddell and Scott agree: “In 
N T. of divine warnings or 
revelations.” 
So we see Paul and Bar­ 
nabas, inspired men, were 
lead of God to teach the 
people and to name them 
Christians. This is the 
divinely given name by 
which all Christ’s followers 
should be known. Is not the 
name given by our Lord 
sufficient, even all suf­ 
ficient? 
Next we will look at what 
the name Christ signifies. 


“It was at Antioch too that 
the disciples first came to be 
known as ‘Christians’. 
Notice how this translation 
makes the name “Christian 
into a proper name. Only 
parents, relatives or friends 
bestow names like this. 
Douay : “and they taught a 
great multitude, so that at 
Antioch the disciples were 
first named Christians.” 
Here is definite indication 
that the name came as a 
result of the teaching of Paul 
and Barnabas who were 
inspired of God. J.B. Briney, 
now deceased, translates it 
thus: 
“And taught much 
people, and called the 
disciples Christians first in 
Antioch.” 
The Greek word for “call” 
is in the active voice. The 
three verbs in verse 20 
(continued, 
taught 
and 
called) are connected back 
to the pronoun “ autois” 
(them), and depend upon it 
for their construction. 
Also, both “matheetas” 
( d i s c i p l e s )

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
About 15 of President Ford’s 
senior advisers and speech 
writers sat arguing around 
the table in the White House 
Cabinet Room. 
They had the draft copy of 
Ford’s State of the Union 
address before them, and 
were debating such fine 
points as whether it would be 
better to use “the” than 
“this.” 
The President had had 
enough. He slapped a flat 
hand down on the table. 
“I want a completed draft 
worked out and on my desk 
by noon tomorrow,” he said. 
“If you need me, I’ll come 
back. But I want the draft on 
my desk by noon tomorrow.” 
That occurred Saturday, 
Jan. 17, two days before the

This year an experienced 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
h a d 


conquered beforehand, and 
all that rem ained was 
putting the ideas into words 
in the proper order. Hart­ 
mann, aware he was writing 
for history, made off for 
Colonial Williamsburg, Va., 
to escape the telephone and 
devote himself to The Task. 
When he returned with the 
original draft, Ford began 
functioning as editor-in- 
chief. 
The speech went through 
draft upon draft. Then came 
the Saturday when the 
President decided he had 
better things to do than 
oversee 
a 
debate 
on 
grammar. 


Facing the Sunday noon 
deadline, the advisers and 
writers labored. They had 
the final draft ready by 11:30 
Saturday night. Sunday 
morning, cabinet members 
came to the security of the 
Cabinet Room to read and 
comment. 
On Ford’s instructions, 
their suggestions now had to 
be in writing and initialed. 
But the final judgment of the 
advisers amounted to no 
more than crossing t’s and 
dotting i’s.

I received my first present 
of the year this week: My 
gas bill from Lone Star Gas. 
In the words of Fortuna

I read the Star 
Courier everyday that it is 
delivered and the only utility 
rate increase I remember

My gas bill went up 200 
percent.
